SIERRA VALLEY. 


Railroad, Church. Crop, Soap, Business 
and Local Notices From Sierraville. 


Loyauton, Cal, Aug. 31, 1881. 
Editor Gazetie:—The grain is all 
eut here at Loyalton and the threshers 
are at work. The yield is from twenty- 
five to sixty bushels per acre of good, 
plump grain. In some fields the smut 
will injure ita little. The hay crop 
on the tule ranches is not all cut 
yet, the season being late and the crop 
large. Grain is selling at 154 cents 
per pouad. Mr. D. B. Keys hasa 
barley cracker here at Loyalton which 
is doing good work, being run by a 
threshing machine hofge power with 
eight horses, and he is selling cracked 
barley at two cents per pound. But- 
ter is selling at thirty cets per pound, 
which makes the dairy ranchers smile. 
Eggs are worth -thirty-five cents per 
dozen, snd the henneries and hen 
granniés are also in excellent spirits 
at this high price so early in the sea- 
son. | : 

The church people have paid off the 
old mertgage of $60 on the M. E. 
church and have the pesky and noto- 
rious church organ about all psid for, 
which shows that opposition is good— 
even for the cause of churchanity. Our 
hotel is doing a rushing business; so 
are the Hot Springs hotel and the ho- 
tels at Sierraville and Randolph. 

The thermometer has not been above 
eighty-eight, I believe, in this valley 
this summer, and just now fires are 
necessary to keep comfortably warm 
mornings and evenings. 

Poker-playing is fairly good, con- 
sidering the busy season. A soap 
agent came here the other day and 
got disgusted at the dullness of the 
trade (owing to the cleanly habits of 
our people) and put up fifteen cakes 
of soap, a nice grip-sack and two jack- 
knives, all against twenty-five cents of 
Loyalton money, and the town man 
won. 

The valley is extremely healthy, 
which is a great blessing to the peo- 
ple, but the doctors, oh ——. 

There is a survey for a railroad be- 
ing made across the nortn end of this 
valley, by a company said te have or- 
iginated at Quincy, but most of our 
people are eying it with suspicion, and 
think it is being done to get the 
right of wiy over the summit (or 
through Beckwourth Pass) and then 
sell out to the Nevada & Oregon com- 
pany. If the Quiacy people are on 
the square we wish them success, but 
if they are making the survey to hin- 
der other legitimate companies, we 
wish them—out of the way, at least.

When approached for his fare, how- 
ever, near Colfax, he declared that he 
got on at another station, and paid 
fare to Roseville. Confident he was 
not tellingthe truth, however,and from 
the fact that he was a hard-looking 
customer, Willard telegraphed aaead 
for an officer to board the train, and 
when the latter reached Rose- 
ville the passenger found himself 
under arrest.
